Claims 11-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 6/19/09 are persuasive, the primary reference of Mersmann, et al 
(7,484,957) does not qualify as prior art; the earliest possible filing date for 
Mersmann '957 in the US is 5/16/06 since the PCT application was published in 
German, therefore the earlier PCT filing date is not effective for 102 (e) purposes.
